I wish to thank you for sponsoring my membership in the ANS. 

I am very honored to be a member and am indebted to you for 
it. 

This letter is going to include many questions so I will num¬ 
ber them for your convenience in replying. 

I am continuing with the research on the thirteen-ring design 
for a CNL article and have found many items you will find 
interesting. I have snagged,however, on yet another flag 
with this design. It was mentioned on page 21 of Alphaneaus 
H. Albert's Washington Historical Buttons , "A flag bearing 
this very same device is displayed in the old City Hall in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania". The book was published in 1948. 

I wrote to the Hist. Soc. of Penna. for help and got none. 
Thus, today I am writing to both Mr. Albert and you.1)Do you 
know of anyone in Philadelphia to whom I could write who 
would have, or be able to get, the story on this flag? If 
it is from the eighteenth century, I would like to get a 
photo of it as well. 

As far as we've been able to determine, the New Hampshire 
Second Regimental colours bearing this design were made 
sometime between the creation of the regiment on April 2, 

1777 and the capture of the flag by the British on July 5. 

1777. The earliest use of this design yet to come to light 
is on the Continental Currency fractional issues reverse 
of 2/17/76. This flag in Philadelphia could possibly pre¬ 
cede them, but even if it doesn’t I want it included with 
the others if it is eighteenth century. You may be interested 
in knowing that the thirteen rings appeared on some Washington 
Inaugural buttons, a set of china that belonged to Martha 
Washington, a bowl belonging to Gen. Richard Humpton, the 
flags, and of course all the numismatics.

I have just finished reading your article on British 
halfpence and Bungtown coppers and can only say "amazing". 

My own research on this subject began last year when I 
acmiired an Evasion unlisted by Atkins. I became curious 
about the name "Bungtown" and began to try to find out 
its origin, etc. This search led me through the material 
by Glaser ( Counterfeiting in America , 1960), Sigler (CCJ, 

1946), Sherwood(NS 1944), Schmall ( Num Rev 1944), back to 
the speculations appearing in the AJN. I checked the ety¬ 
mology in Oxford English Dictionary , 1970. I looked into 
old Chapman catalogs for listings and clues. The Breen article 
on the Fairfield County hoard was most interesting. Following 
the Rehobeth, Mass, lead I checked the Kenneth Scott book 
Counterfeiting in Colonial America . After checking these 
and some other references, I was still completely uncertain 
about what to believe. Needless to say, I was at a mere surface 
level of penetration into the problem compared to the depth 
of your study. I do believe your conclusions are well within 
the available evidence. I think that based on the above 
research that I am qualified to say this. 

Bungtown was certainly a derisive term, no doubt about that. 

2) Is Cold Spring Harbor, L.I., the same place as Cold Spring, 
L.I.? If so. there is some history of counterfeiting there, 
see Kenneth Scott's Counterfeiting in Colonial New York . 

(ANS-NNM #127, pp. 192-194). Nonetheless, I agree with you 
that it was probably the Rehobeth-North Swansea Mass, 
location. 

3) Do you have a copy of the current inventory of the 200+ 
coins that you stated have been uncovered in the digs at 
Hannahstown and Ft. Ligonier, Penna? This has really aroused 
my curiosity. 

Walter Breen's description of lot 850 PTAC sale of 5/20-21/76 
has now got me wondering. 4) Why does he apply this to the 
Westerly, R.I. location? 5) What is the 1781 imitation % d 
that is not pictured on Vlack's plates like? 6) Is there a 
photo plate of this coin available for study? 7) Do you 
suppose this is the same coin mentioned by Betts on p. 4 of 
his 1886 address? 8) Do you also believe that all these coins 
are from the same Mass. Bungtown mint? Vlack 14-84A. Vlack 
CT-86A, Vlack 16-86A, Miller Conn. 2.3-T (BETTS-7), and the 
Miller 2.4-U? To me they all seem to be similar except for 
Vlack 14-84A. it is not as crude as the others from the plates 
that I have. 

9)Also, what of the crude N.J.'s Maris obv. 79,80,81, 83,and 84? 
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10) Is there a photo plate of Miller Conn. 2.4-U available 
for study anywhere? 

Do you have any theories about: 11) Miller Conn. 1.2-C, and 
Miller Conn, 1.2-mm, the Muttonheads,which changed from a 
clear strike to an intentionally shallow one? 12) the 
Washington Ugly Head dated 1784? 

13) Does the ANS have any photo plates of the various counter¬ 
feit regal %d that are, or rather were, of English origin? 

Or perhaps you could suggest a book that I could see that 
contains these. 

14) Do you know what became of the 300 reported counterfeit 
%d made by Tricket and Cryndal in Philadelphia? 

15) Are the "Bungtowns" from Canada mentioned by Henry C. Todd 
possibly what we know as Canadian Blacksmith coppers or tokens 
described by Wood ( Num April 1910)? 


While I have only finished your chapter and the one by Mr. 

Bressett on Vermont coinages, I think that your new ANS 
collection of studies is excellent. I look forward to reading 
the others. My only regret is that I won't be able to view 
the exhibit in N.Y. or attend the ANA convention to hear 
your address. Our school will be in session at that time. 

16)Is there any possibility that you could send me a copy 
of the text of your address after the convention? 

I hope all my ouestions are not too much trouble. If they 
are, please attend to them at your leisure. 

Please find enclosed the hand-out from our B-C Day celebration. 

The course was very successful and seemed to bring the era 
alive for the students, mostly of Jr. HS age. A parent brought 
in some colonial money for me to examine including some N.Y. 
and N.J. notes. He had a Bank of N.Y. hoard Fugio, an UNC. 

Newman 8-X, embedded in a lucite presentation holder, interesting. 
He also had miite a hoard of early Bank of N.Y., Bank of North 
America, and other early bank notes. All of them were from 
before 1815. We look forward to the release of Early PM of 
America , second edition,to check on those before 1800, but 
some are later. 17)Where can we check on these? His uncle 
was a senior officer with the Bank of N.Y. and the notes 
(twenty+) were acquired from him.

I have been eruising around Indonesia and thus an answer to 
your letter was delayed. 

I have examined the copies of the notes owned by your friend 
and like many situations there is good news and bad news. 

The bank notes numbered 1, 2, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 

14, 15, 16, 17, 24, 25 and 33 are rejected counterfeits. They are diffi¬ 

cult to evaluate because N.Y. counterfeits in particular are overwhelming 
in number. Those with cross hatching were rejected by a bank or merchant 
on presentation. We collect counterfeits because originals are not avail¬ 
able in many instances. 

The War of 1812 Scrip Notes, 3, 4, 18, 19, 20, 22 and 23 are 
nice. This type sell from $5 to $15 each when they appear, but Sing Sing 
is scarce and Old Fountain Company is new to me. N.Y. State Bank appears 
more often but is scarce. 

The Colonial pieces are listed in my catalog and 26, 27, 28 and 30 

seem to be in very bad condition, while 29 and 31 seem nice. None are 

scarce as Colonials go. 

The Confederate (32) is of little consequence as it is cut cancelled 
and quite common. 

I appreciate the chance to study them and thank you for being so 
cooperative. I am sure the owner will get pleasure keeping this group as 
momentos of the past.

Is this rare and 
worth $20.00 also? 

I'll appreciate any information you can provide on these and would apprec¬ 
iate hearing from you quickly so I can obtain them for my collection 
while they're still available. 

My research on the thirteen linked rings is still proceeding with many 
interesting items turning up to date. It looks like I'll be publishing 
the finished product in the Numismatist for a wider circulation and 
better reproduction of plates.

I have 
been searching all the usual sources and have read most all 
magazines and published matter that I can avail myself, i.e.

I'm writing to you in regards to a note which I believe is currently part of the 
Eric Newman collection. This note, a photocopy of which is here enclosed, 
appeared in M. O. Warns' book on Nevada's national banks nearly 20 years ago. 

At the time Mr. Warns was researching his book I was the assistant director 
of the Nevada State Historical Society in Reno, and several of the scrip notes 
illustrated in the book are in my collection. Since that time I have remained an 
avid collector, locating numerous pieces of previously unreported Nevada scrip, 
as well as several unique issues and specimens. 

Just last year I acquired a 50-cent note issued by the Shawmut and Nevada 
Mining & Milling Co., similar to the 10-cent note of Mr. Newman's. 

It is my goal to assemble a complete set of all known Nevada scrip for 
eventual permanent display in Reno. To this end, I wonder if there is any way 
that the 10-cent Shawmut note could ever be traded for or purchased? I am fully 
aware of the rarity of this piece and would expect to give fair value, if such a 
transaction were at all possible.

You really gave me a challenging problem with the item you 
found on Long Island with your metal detector. I studied it with 
our curator, Tom Serfass. 

The piece seems to be copper or bronze from its specific 
gravity of about 9. It could however be copper-nickel. The hole 
is more or less square and was put in after the piece was struck 
as it has an obvious projection only on one side around the hole. 
The hole was punched in by a square nail or a square shanked punch. 
The punching could have caused the bend as the item was originally 
flat. The only image I perceive is the sunburst and what might be 
lettering facing inward. The other face is totally eaten away. 
The edge has crude and irregular vertical and slanting lines on 
some of it. 

The sunburst in such a size and shape was finally located on 
the 1 centavo of Peru which was minted beginning in 1867 in copper- 
nickel, in 1875 in bronze and continued until 1949. There are many 
dates and many varieties in between. They are on thick and thin 
flans. The diameter of the 1 centavo is the same as your piece. 
The thickness of your piece is the same as the thick flan pieces 
I compared it with- It is possible that the letters ERUA facing 
inward are on your piece and this would be part of PERUANA. All 
of the Peru pieces I know about have a plain edge. The edge on 
your piece could have been rolled experimentally on the flan before 
striking or after striking. Perhaps it was a Peruvian pattern, 
token, medal or button, but it looks like a coin to me. 

It has no United States characteristics such as the Nova 
Constellatio you had hoped for. 

Please be nice enough to inform me the variety of the 
Connecticut cent you found or if you still have it could you send 
me a picture. 

By all means keep finding things but don't give me problems 
as difficult as this for a while. Your piece is being returned 
herewith by registered mail in the envelope you sent. I hope we 
have been helpful in its identification. For a long while I felt 
I was not going to find an answer, but this is it. Please check 
up on it if you find that worthy.

I have been in Indonesia and thus ay reply to your October 6, 1976 letter 
was delayed. 

The item you have is a surprise to me. My book lists one Northwest 
Territory item in Ohio and I wish I had known of yours. 

The layout and set type used seem to be similar in style to 1760-61 
North Carolina bills, but the denominators clearly indicate the shillings 
and pence are Pennsylvania currency (7sh 6d « $1.00). Cincinnati was a 
thriving little town by 1793 and some individual merchant must have issued 
these bills. The historical society might be able to tell you the names 
of the very few merchants who had been in Cincinnati long enough to have 
acceptable credit, but you will never be sure of the issuer without finding 
a signed note or a written record of the issue in newspapers, territorial 
reports, or otherwise. 

I am sorry I cannot be more helpful.
